newspapermen. These critics can not be 
JUssed oir, effectively. If unfairly, as dl.5- 
gruntled self-seekers, short-slRhtcdly siibor- 
. dlnatlng the country's welfare to their own 
desire- to get and publish news. 

The navy— and the army, too— takes the 
attitude that It Is not Interested In public 
criticism so long as It Is convinced ILs course 
Is 'In the public Interest, That Is a sound al- 
titude with which wc never shall quarrel. 

But the navy— and the army— shoiild be 
very certain that It.^ conviction In such 
matters l.s not ordinary mullshness, unwilling- 
ness to admit that brasj hats are human and 
can err. 

When such a policy, outside the field In 
which the admirals and the generals are 
trained, draws such universal condemnation 
over a long period, (fom demonstrably dis- 
interested agencies as well as from the pre.is. 
Isn't It possible that the amateur publicists 
are ot least slightly wrong? 

There Is no question here of deliberate 
autocracy on the part of the armed services, 
and none of relatlvqj Intelligence. The brass 
hats are doing what they think Is right, and 
they are nobody's fools. 

But they have been dabbling in a. field about 
which they know no more than we news- 
papermen know about the handling of fleets 
or armies In battle. 

The proof of the pudding Is In the eating. 
Their policy has resulted In lamentable lack 
of public confidence In government publicity 
which. In a democracy, Is enervating and 
could become disastrous.
